' REVEREND BRETHREN, 


HE ſubjects of this Addreſs relate 
to ſome events very intereſting to 
the church of which you are miniſters, 
becauſe very intereſting to morality and 
religion: to ſome 7opics of ſerious con- 
Gideration, which concern your tempo- 
ral ſituations, and religious duties: and, 
to others, which cannot fail to influence 
your conduct as friends to the preſent 
and future welfare of the Church of 
England, and the due inſtruction of the 
people committed to your care. On the 
| Feral ſubjects which fall within theſe 
B views, 
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views, T felt it my duty to deliver my 


ſentiments to you collectively on a late 
and former occaſion. I am ſtill anxious 


to leave them with you CURLY by. 


this mode of communication, as a a teſti- 
mony of my affection for my Clergy; 


and my ſolicitude for their temporal and 


eternal intereſts. 


J 1. Tut 8 to which I allude 


are the progreſs of Sunday education; 


the exertions of private perſons and ſo- 


cieties for the promotion of piety, de- 
cency, and good order; and, above all, 
the Royal Proclamation for the reſtrain- 
ing of wickedneſs and vice; for the 


maintenance of religion and virtue; and, 
as the means of attaining theſe invalu- 


able ends, for the due obſervance of 
the Sabbath. 


Two years have now elapſed ſince 
| his Majeſty was induced, from motives 
of rw regard for the morals of his 


people, 
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people, to iſſue this proclamation. The 


call to obey it's injunctions more imme- 
diately affects magiſtrates, as veſted with 


authority to execute the ſubſiſting laws 

againſt drunkenneſs; curſing and ſwear- 
ing; gaming, eſpecially in public 
houſes; lewdneſs and debauchery ; pro- 


fanation of the Lord's day ; publication 


of obſcene and impious books and prints; 
yet it extends to all perſons who poſſeſs 
the means of aſſiſting to remedy or to 
leflen thoſe evils, which, if unreſtrained 
and undiminiſhed, will throw down 


every barrier, which law and reli gion can 


oppoſe to them. But the Parochial 
Clergy, by an expreſs clauſe, are com- 


manded * to read the proclamation, at 


* leaſt four times a year, in their re- 


4 ſpective Churches and Chapels, im- 


r mediately after divine ſervice ; and to 


* incite and ſtir up their reſpective au- 


ce ditors to the practice of piety and vir- 
tue; and theavoidingall immorality and 
« profaneneſs.” With this Royal com- 
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mand, in both it's parts, all of you, 1 
truſt, have hitherto complied, and! mean 
to comply i in future. | 


As teachers ok religion, we cannot 
but moſt ſenſibly feel the benefits which 
reſult from that influence which flows 
from the ſupport, the countenance, and 
the example of the Sovereign. Let us 
therefore convince the world by our 
behaviour, that our gratitude to God 
for the late act of mercy, which reſtored 
a ſovereign moſt juſtly endeared by 
every tie to a loyal and affectionate 
people, is not merely the gratitude of 
a day, but a fixed principle impreſſed 
upon our hearts, and regulating our lives. 
May this conſideration animate our zeal 

in the conſtant performance of thoſe 
duties, which conſtitute the peculiar 
utility, buſineſs, and ornament of our 
profeſſion. And may we uniformly in- 
force on the minds of the people this 
mr important truth, that the beſt re- 
turn 


„ 
turn to heaven, either for oceaſional or 
permanent bleſſings, and the beſt means 
of ſecuring their continuance, is by na- 
tional reformation. . | 


.: Tr1s proof of his Majeſty's atten- 
tion to public morals, has given riſe to 

- ia laudable inſtitution, intitled, a So- 
ciety for carrying into Effect the Procla- 
mation for the Encouragement of Piety 
and Viitue, compoſed of Members hig; 
in Rank, Fortune, and Character. The 
general views of this reſpectable body 
are ſufficiently indicated by the name 
they have aſſumed. What they have 
done has been recently notified to the 
public; of what they are actually doing 
the world will, I truſt, hereafter feel 
and acknowledge the beneficial effects. 
With theſe commendable views, it is 
incumbent upon each of us to co-ope- 
rate within his reſpective ſphere of ac- 
tion. Each of us, however contracted 
that ſphere may be, poſſeſſes the power 
, nes = 
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of promoting a national reformation, by 


conſcientiouſly promoting a + perſonal 


one; by correcting whatever may be 


wrong in his own temper, conduct, and 
example; by ſtriving to influence thoſe 


with whom he is connected by domeſtic 
or paſtoral ties, to labour to attain the 

ſame great ends of human life; and 
which alone can render it happy, either 


here or hereafter. 


Tur the degree of ſucceſs dals | 
the meritorious plans of this ſociety will 


anſwer our moſt ſanguine expectations, 


is what I cannot venture to affirm. But 


there can be no doubt that it will ex- 
ceed the narrow bounds which coldneſs, 
indifference, and deſpondency may be 


diſpoſed to ſet to their efficacy and pro- 
greſs. Whatever ſentiments men in 
thoſe two oppoſite extremes may enter- 


tain, we ſhould ſteer clear -of both: 


neither indulging ourſelves in the vi- 


ſionary ideas of — rapid, and uni- 


verſal 
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1 
verſal improvements in manners and in 
morals; nor allowing ourſelves to de- 
ſpair of that change for the better, 


which may be produced by our ſteady, 
temperate, and perſevering efforts in 


proſecuting thoſe regulations which au- 
thority has enforced, and public virtue 
has adopted. As this pious act of the 


Sovereign has excited, may we not hope 


it will continue to keep alive a ſpirit of 
attention in every friend of his country, 

to the fatal conſequences which muſt 
flow from profligacy and licentiouſneſs; 
and prove ruinous to national proſperity, 
happineſs, and credit. That lukewarm- 
neſs of purſuit in ſuch a cauſe, which 


may perhaps be excuſable in others, is 


culpable in us. It is abandoning the 
poſt to which we are appointed, and for 
the maintaining of which we are reſpon- 


ble Arduous as the taſk confeſſedly 


is of eradicating vice matured and hard- 


ened by years and habit, yet ſtill it is 


our duty to make the attempt. Should 
Vo we, 


„„ 
we, however, after all our endeavours, 
fail here; a fairer proſpect opens before 
us in the riſing generation. In that of the 
lower ranks of the community, we have 
reaſon to hope much good has been al- 
ready done by the introduction of Sun- 
day Schools; and much more may be 
expected, in proportion as the ſcholars 
increaſe; who, on a moderate calcula- 
tion, are ſuppoſed to amount at this 
time to 300,000, 
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WuũuArEvER ſpeculative doubts might 
have been entertained with regard to the 
propriety and benefits of Sunday Schools 
in the infancy ot the inſtitution, they have 
nov for ſome time been diſpelled, and 
the queſtion decided on the ground of 
experience. The trial has been made 
for five years in parts of this dioceſe, and 
I truſt bids fair to juſtify my recom- | 
mendation, by becoming moſt exten- 
fively beneficial to the morals and reli- 
gious habits of the common people, un- 
1 e 
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der the ſuperintendance of the Parochial 
Clergy; to whom, as theſe ſchools ſtand 
principally indebted for the countenance 
they have received, they muſt in great 
meaſure depend for their permanency. 
To my opinion of theſe ſeminaries you 
can be no ſtrangers, both from the eſta 
bliſhment of them in many places, at 
my ſuggeſtion ; and from the printed 
regulations which, at an early period, I 
circulated among you, and which have 
been greatly improved by ſubſequent 
lights and information#®. As their na- 
ture and deſign have been well explained 
in a variety of publications, I ſhall de- 
tain you no longer on this head, than to 
_ briefly mention theſe arguments which 
appear to me to intitle this plan of edu-

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cating the poor to general protection 
and * 


1. Tur leatning which the children 
acquire at theſe ſchools is confined with- 
in it's proper bounds. It enables them 


to underſtand the principles, and habi- 


tuates them to practiſe the precepts of 
Chriſtianity, while it does not indiſpoſe 
them to manual labour, and the more 
active duties of their humble, but moſt 
uſeful ſphere. They are taught, under 
the ſanction of the goſpel, to believe the 
exiſtence of God; his over-ruling Pro- 
vidence; and his mercy to mankind in 
the redemption of the world by the death 
and mediation of his own Son: that a 
regular attendance.on public worſhip ; 
a conſcientious performance of private 
prayer; a reverential reſpect for the 
Lord's day; a habit of induſtry, ſo- 
briety, patience, and contentment, are 
certain means of inſuring ſucceſs to their 
| honeſt labour; obtaining the favour of 
| ” en 5 the

the Almighty ; and, through the merits 


of their Redeemer, the rewards of eter- 
nity. | 

2. IN | proportion to the encourage- 
ment given to theſe ſchools will be the 
number of children conſtantly brought 
to church; who otherwiſe, neither from 
the example, nor commands of their pa- 
rents, might have gone thither. They 
conſequently would have' been deprived 
of all thoſe comforts and benefits which 
flow from early religious inſtruction to 
the individual and the community. 

They would never have been influenced 

by thoſe aſſociations, which give to the 
mind it's proper bent; regulate the paſ— 
ſions ; form the tenor of future life; and 
render man uſeful or pernicious to him- 
ſelf and to ſociety, | 


3. ANOTHER advantage reſulting from 
theſe inſtitutions, is the greater facility 
and effect they produce in all the branches

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= parochial As and * in 
the very important one of catechiſing. 
On this moſt uſeful mode of conveying 
and impreſſing religious traths on the 
hearts of the young and ignorant it is 
beſide my preſent purpoſe to enlarge. 
.T would only obſerve, that with what- 
ever degree, of becoming zeal the moſt 
diligent miniſter may be animated in the 
diſcharge of this duty, yet he muſt be 

ſenſible of the frequent difficulties he has 
to encounter from the remiſſneſs, igno- 
rance, and obſtinacy of parents unbleſſed 
with the ſuperior advantages of their 
children; and from their unwillingneſs to 
allow them to profit by that ſpriritual 
improvement which the wiſdom of our 
church has provided in this ordinance. 
Theſe difficulties are much leſſened i in 
the pariſhes where Sunday Schools are 
eſtabliſhed; and each catechiſt is ſup- 
_ plied with a more decent, better inform 
ed ſet of catechumens; Who will derive 


more benefit from his exhortations, ad- 
monitions, 


”— 
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monitions, and diſcourſes ; and be much 
better prepared for that excellent rite, 
which conſtitutes a very important part 
of « our triennial meetings. 


On theſe wad grounds I build my 
hopes that much good will enſue from 
Sunday Schools, diſcreetly regulated, | 
well conducted, and ſteadily purſued. 
One great object ſnould be to provide 
means of giving permanency to theſe in- 
ſtitutions. Nothing would contribute 
more to this end than if their ſupport | 
was made a common county concern. 
A general fund might be eſtabliſhed in 
each county ; and a general committee 
formed to communicate with it's ſeveral 
towns and villages. Mr. Morton Pitt's 
plan furniſhes ſome admirable hints well 
| deſerving the attention of all friends of 
Sunday education. The charity ſchool 
in many pariſhes ſhould be connected as a 
much as poſſible with the Suna | 
” Schools, ; and a certain period of previ- 

oy i ous. 
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ous attendance at a Sunday School might 
be made a neceſſary qualification in the 

candidate for a Charity School. 


& 2. The Proclamation for the due 
obſervance of the Sabbath, and the in- 
ſtitution of Sunday Schools, are events of 
general concern ; to the public at large, 
as the means of eſtabliſhing good order, 
ſobriety, and induſtry; but to you eſ- 
pecially as the immediate inſtruments of 
thoſe objects. 


I Have now to requeſt your a attention 
to ſome important topics cloſely con- | 
nected with your ſituation as incum- 
bents; affecting your duties as miniſters; 
and exacting your zeal for the credit of 
your profeſſion. | 


THE condition of the churches 
throughout this dioceſe demanded my | 
- interpoſition to render theſe ſacred edi 
fices, dedicated to the public worſhip of ;

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- the FOR EY ſecure at leaſt and FRE 
cent. To thecommendable exertions of 
my worthy archdeacons ; to the afliſt- 
ance of my clergy; and to the ready, 
and even chearful | acquieſcence with 
which the heavy expence, in ſome in- 
ſtances incident to this neceſſary work, 
has been ſubmitted to, it is owing that 
the repairs have been ſo well executed. 
It is but juſtice to all the parties con- 
cerned to bear this public teſtimony to 
their reſpective merits, and to return 
them my public thanks. All that re- 
mains, now the taſk is finiſhed, for me 
to expect in future is, that church- 
wardens make the examination of the 
churches entruſted to their care the ob- 
ject of their conſtant attention; and that 
they reſt aſſured, the moſt frugal me- 
thod of managing the rate which it is 
their office to collect, will be by watch- 
ing every failure in the building; by 
immediate application to the proper 
workmen; and by ſeeing that the work

is completed without delay. Should 
they, however, unhappily, at any fu- 
ture period, forget their duty, I ſhall 

not forget mine; which in this reſpect 

conſiſts in regular annual enquiries, 

whether they obſerve the directions they 
are bound to follow. : 265 


Tux report of the Archdeacons is in 
general favourable tothe ſtate into which 
parſonage houſes have actually been put, 
or are promiſed to be put, in conſe- 
quencè of their examinations. J am not 
inſenſible that the injunctions impoſed 
muſt, in ſome inſtances, from the ſcanty 
income of the benefice, have produced 
temporary inconvenience. But even 
where the preſſure has been heavieſt, 
prudence ſhould have ſuggeſted what 
authority required. To have deferred 
the repair would only have augmented 
the charge whenever it was incurred; 
and thoſe who have felt it moſt have 
doubtleſs regretted that it was not ſooner 
e 
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defrayed. Each incumbent will derive 
from this neceſſary work every benefit 
which he can expect from an expence 
the law exacts, perſonal comfort in the 
enjoyment of a more convenient habita- 
.tion, and the reflection that he ſecures 
his family from the much greater bur- 
then which neglect in this particular in- 
evitably entails. i 

NoTHiNG ſhort of neceſſity will in- 

_ duce me, in any inſtance, to add to the 
burthens of my Clergy. Tn all inſtances 
I feel the trueſt anxiety to diminiſh 
them, where ſuch diminution can be 

effected conſiſtently with the juſtice due 
to the credit of the church of which 
they are miniſters; to the fair claims of 
their pariſhioners i in preſent, and of their | 
ſucceſſors 1 in future. 


\.  Sinct the commencement of our _ 
connection, many of you, in building 
or repairing your reſpective houſes, have 
So | availed.

availed yourſelves of the benefits of an 


act paſſed in the year 1777. Thoſe who 


may in future be engaged in the ſame

fund for the augmentation of poor 


livings, which the piety and munificence 
of Queen Anne beſtowed, and the wiſ- ; 


dom of Parliament perpetuated, are in 
general ſo little underſtood, that you will 
probably wiſh to receive that informa- 


tion reſpecting both, which, as a gover- 
nor of this excellent inſtitution, 1. am 
4 e to gives. qui 
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Tur revenue of firſt fruits and tenths 
amounts nearly to the annual ſum of 
15,0001. The whole of which, after 
payment of neceſſary expences, is veſted 
in government ſecurities, and appropri- 
ated to the augmentation of poor livings 
in the two modes of lot and benefac- 
tion, preſcribed by the act. The former 
mode dire&s tickets to be prepared, in- 
ſcribed with the concealed names of 
ſuch livings as are intitled to the bounty : 
which, to preclude all ſuſpicion of par- 
tiality, are drawn in a manner fimilar 
to thoſe of a State Lottery. The tickets 
were originally confined to livings under 
| 10l. in proceſs of time to thoſe under 
20l. and are now extended to thoſe un- 
der zol. per ann. amounting to about 
1800. The latter mode was probably 
intended as a motive to induce the rich 
to contribute their aſſiſtance to this va- 
luable charity, by empowering the go- 
vernors to add 200l. to the fame ſum 
given by benefaCtion, . to Increaſe any 
C2 8 OY 
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living not above the annual value of 451. 
and with the ſame view to allow them 
the preference to livings drawn by lot. 


Ir has been ſuppoſed by ignorance, or 
inſinuated by malice, that there is a 
conſiderable ſurplus in the hands of the 
governors, unappropriated to the uſe of 

the clergy, But from whatever cauſe 
this opinion originated, it is unfounded | | 
in fact. Inſtead of a ſurplus, the 

bounty fund, from the great fall of the 
ſtocks, was for ſeveral years inſufficient 
to anſwer . the appropriated demands, 
till their riſe in 1786 created a ſurplus ; 
from which the governors augmented, in 
one day, 192 livings, by granting the 
ſum of 38,0001, In the three ſucceed- 
ing years the augmentations by lot have 

r | 


Wr any ſum has been allotted for 
the augmentation of a living, the gover- 
nors allow to the incumbents intereſt on

that ſum till a purchaſe in land has been

Ir has been objected, that the gover- 
: nors allow to the incumbent an intereſt. 
of only two per cent. on the ſum ac- 
| quired by lot, from whence the notion 
of a ſurplus probably took it's riſe. The 
reaſons: which induced them to adopt 
this plan, were the two following. 
1. TE act directs the augmentation 
money to be laid out in land. But it 
having been underſtood that the gover- 
nors poſſeſſed a diſcretionary power of al- 
lowing intereſt till land could be pur- 
chaſed]; conformably to this idea, they for 
ſome time allowed five per cent. The 
conſequence was, that money producing 
a higher intereſt than land, purchaſes 
were neither ſought nor made. To in- 
ſtigate the clergy to more activity in 
carrying into execution the great object 
of the legiſlature, a landed proviſion, a 
© C4 re- 


reduction of ieren became unavoid 
able; and it was reduced accordingly 
from five to four; from four to three; 
and in the year 1762 from three to two 
per cent. The effect has fully juſtified | 
the wiſdom of the meaſure. There have 
been as many purchaſes made ſince that 
period as in the preceding fifty years. 
And it is with much ſatisfaction I can 
add, made ſo advantageouſly, eſpecially 
during the laſt twenty years, as to have 
produced an intereſt, upon an average, 
nearer five than four per cent. 


 Trovecn only two. per cent. is al- 
lowed while the money continues un- 
veſted in land, yet the remainder of the 

© intereſt is not laſt to the valuable pur- 
poſes of this charity. It is applied to 
the augmenting more livings; ſo that 

there is no unappropriated ſurplus, ex- 

cept from two to three thouſand. pounds

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But a Mill further reaſon ſubſiſts for the | 
reduction of intereſt, When purchaſes 
are propoſed and approved, the gover- 
nors are enabled to advance the original 
ſum, without regard to any accidental 
fall in the value of the ſtock; which 


could not otherwiſe be effected. And 


this ſcheme is much more beneficial to 
claimants for augmentation, than by 
payment of a higher intereſt to have 


their capital diminiſhed. And it would 
be impoſſible by any other mode to 


make purchaſes, without keeping a diſ- 


tin& account of the ſtock bought with 
each two hundred pounds; and by the 
ſubſequent proceſs of ſelling that exact 
portion of ſtock. Hence fractions muſt | 
ariſe; and the ſtock in each caſe muſt 
be ſold before the clergy could enter in- 
to any treaty, or even enquire after pur- 
chaſes; they could not know till the 
ſale was compleated what money they 
would have to lay out; and the difficul- 
ties of meeting with land for ſueh ſmall 

C 4 flractional 
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fractional ſums would be inſurmount- 
able. The purpoſes for which the 
bounty revenue was granted are ſo far 
from being accompliſhed, that it has 
been calculated that the livings under 
gol. per annum will not, in the ordi- 
nary courſe, receive their complete ac- 
compliſhment in leſs than three hundred 
years. 


Tux queſtion of commuting tythe for 
land has been much agitated within the 
remembrance of the youngeſt among 
you: and happy, in my opinion, would 
it have been for the Parochial Clergy, 
where the commutation has taken place, 
had it been canvaſſed earlier. The re- 
ſpective merits would then have been 
better underſtood, and the clergy leſs 
haſtily induced, by the ſpecious appear- 
ance of an increaſed income, which 
could in n be but of ſhort dura- 

tion, 1 


„ 
tion, to exchange tythe, ſanctioned by 
immemorial uſage; confirmed by a ſe- 
ries of legal deciſions - the benefits of 
which they had for centuries experi- 
enced ; for a proviſion, at it's com- 
mencement precarious and uncertain, 
the inconveniences of which remain un- 
felt in their full extent to the preſent 
hour; but which, unleſs greatly de- 
ceived, I fear will ultimately be felt in 
the ſevereſt degree. 


Tux only argument in ſupport of the 
commutation, which has an air of plau- 
ſibility, is, that it cuts off all occaſion 

of diſpute between a miniſter and his pa- 

riſhioners. Were eſteem, harmony, and 
affection, (ſo eſſential to the inſtruction 
of the firſt, the benefit of the laſt, and 
the comforts of both) unattainable on 
any other plan, there is no ſacri- 
fice which ſhould not gladly be made to 
ſecure them. But may it not be aſked, 
whether this argument has not been 


=" 
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urged too far on one ſide, and too eaſily 
admitted on the other? Clamour was 
raiſed on this plea, and like all un- 
founded popular cries, has died away. 
The truth is, that the circumſtances of 
the clergy in general muſt ever render 
them contented with a moderate com- 
poſition. They rarely have recourſe, 
uncompelled, to what they can but ill 
bear, the heavy expence of litigation. 
A well-known fact corroborates this 
aſſertion, and aſcertains, that when 
dragged to the courts at Weſtminſter, 
the deciſions in their favour have been 
in the proportion of fix to one, 


THE 1 of tythe to ſuch a 
body of men as the Parochial Clergy are 
too well known to require a diſtinct 
enumeration. The diſadvantages which, 
after a certain period, muſt acerue from 
the commutation, have not yet been ſuf- 
ficiently adverted to. And as applica- 
tion to Parliament for bills of inclo-

ſure or partition ſtill continue, and I 
hope will long continue to take place in 
this dioceſe, I hold myſelf bound to 
hint, for it would carry me too far to 
fully ſtate, what I conceive ſome of thoſe

By exchanging ſuch a right as tythe 
for land, the incumbent ſubjects him- 
ſelf and his ſucceſſors to all the bur- 
thens of landed property; in which he 
has only a tenure for life. Repairs, and 
in proceſs of time moſt heavy repairs, 
on buildings and fences from which he 
was before exempted; loſſes by bad 
and inſolvent tenants; a miſmanaged 

and exhauſted ſoil, are among the certain 
conſequences of his ill-judged choice, 
even to himſelf. But they muſt ſooner 


or later inevitably fall on his ſuc- 


ceſſors; leaving them in poſſeſſion of 
a farm, perhaps conſtituting their ſole 
ſubſiſtence, without money to ſtock, or 
experience to manage it; and which, 

. were

be deficient i in that real regard which I 
bear you, were I not to intreat you, 
with a zeal which the occaſion demands, 
never to allow private affection ; recom- 
mendation of friends; the requeſt of 
men of fortune and patronage, or any 
motive whatever, to influence your 
choice, but the. fitneſs of the perſon, 

and the good of your people. In the 
more important tranſactions of civil life, 

where a man's own perſonal intereſts are 
at ſtake, he never deputes another to 
act for him without the moſt accurate

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previous information, and the cleareſt 
conviction as to the requiſite qualifica- 

tions. Should you then in your ſpiritual 
capacities manifeſt leſs attention, exert 
leſs diligence to provide a deputy, whom 
you thoroughly approve, than each of 
you in his ſecular capacity would uſe for 
the advancement of his temporal inte- 
reſts?

Taz next ſtep to fixing on a ſubſti- 
tute, is the compenſation for his ſervices. 
The ſame cauſes which prevent the uni- 
verſality of reſidence in the incumbent,

rate alſo. But the degree is not ſo ex- 
tenſive as is too frequently and too eaſily 
ſuppoſed. Wherever the value of the 
benefice will allow it, the ſtipend ſhould 

be ſuch as affords a decent maintenance

Tur 8 indecency, and in- 


efficacy of ſerving many and diſtant 
churches, which tends to extirpate all

neceſſary that an adequate one * ſhould 
be ſettled on the curate. 


| THERE can be no one immutable 
rule eſtabliſhed reſpecting theſe ſtipends ;

Tux no. Curate ſhould be employed 
without the knowledge and conſent of 
the Ordinary, no Miniſter of the Church 
of England can deny. The reaſons, on 
which this part of it's conſtitution is 
founded, are evident, The Canons en- 
join the licence; and the Incumbent and _ 
the Curate are mutually intereſted that 
the injunction ſhould be obſerved. 
Where no licence ſubſiſts, the Incum- 
bent is reſponſible for every failure of 
duty, for every irregularity; and the 
Curate would be puniſhed as an intru- 
der, were he to be articled againſt in 
the Eccleſiaſtical Court. But what is 
more likely to affect him, he is entirely

at the mercy of his employer; who may 


diſmiſs him whenever he pleaſes, with-

| lature, by paſſing an act towards the

removed the only obſtacle to that eſſen- 
tial order and regularity which reſults 
from a Biſhop's knowing who are the 
Curates in his dioceſe, where employed, 
and what their ſtipends, All of my

of this act will, I truſt, comply with 
it's intention, and my requeſt, by pro- 
curing nominations from their reſpec- 
tive Incumbents, and ing as is carey 
"a 1 be for licences.

To the care and fidelity of the Paro- 
chial Clergy, the ſtate has committed 
the cuſtody of Baptiſmal, Marriage, and 

Burial Regiſters. However unimportant 
to the ignorant or inconſiderate this 
truſt may appear, yet, in the better 
eſtimate of policy and experience, it 
holds a reſpectable place in the intereſt- 
ing concerns of every well regulated 
community. On the ſcrupulous atten- 
tion with which antient regiſters are pre- 
ſerved; on the accuracy with which 
freſh entries are made, frequently depend 
either the prevention of law ſuits, or 
their deciſion. 


Tux condition of the antient regiſ- 
ters of this dioceſe, in common pro- 

bably with thoſe of other dioceſes, is 
far from being what could be wiſhed; |

though there are ſome to be found of 
the year 1538. At that æra this wiſe 
regulation was eſtabliſhed, by Crom- 
well, Earl of Eſſex, Vicar General; to 
whom the Reformation in this country 
ſtands much indebted; and to whoſe 
"meritorious exertions in their behalf, 
the Parochial Clergy would have had 
the moſt ſolid obligation, had not his 
premature death cut ſhort both himſelf 
and his plans for their benefit. I mean 
not to inſinuate the moſt diſtant reflec- 
tion on my Clergy of the preſent day. 
The evil is of a much earlier origin. 
My ſole view in touching on this topic 
is to requeſt your affiſtance in remedying 
inconveniences, and in guarding againſt | 
irregularities in future. . 


Tur principal cauſe to which omiſ- 
ſions and errors in names and dates may 
with moſt probability be attributed, is 
not making the entries at the time.

tions of the greateſt nicety and magnt=- 
tude. It would contribute much to 
the weight of evidence deducible from 
theſe regiſters, were the names and ſur- 
names of the parents inſerted, in mar- 


trages and burials, as well as in baptiſms. 


But excluſive of every other conſidera- 
tion, there is one which more peculiarly 
affects the Clergy ; ſince want of exact- 
neſs, in entering the day of birth as well 
as of baptiſm, is occaſionally productive 
of difficulty to candidates for orders, il 


REAL and extenſive benefits would, 
in my cooleſt judgment, reſult from the 
introduction of a better form of regiſter 
than that at preſent in common uſe. 
Aſcertaining claims of property, eſpe- 
cially maternal property, and the in- 
veſtigation of lineal and collateral de- 
ſcents, would be among thoſe benefits.

Tux Parochial benefactions, which in 
different parts of this dioceſe have been

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| ſucceſſors. Nor do I mean to impoſe : a. 
| heavier taſk than that which ariſes from 
accurate inquiry; and from the ſubſe- 
quent communication of your reſearches 
to me. With the communication your 
buſineſs ceaſes and mine begins. What 
further trouble may attend the correction 
of abuſes, or the means of recovering 
donations to their lawful proprietors, it 
is both my province and my inclination 
to undertake, | 


WHAT I have hitherto ſaid under this 
third ſection will apply to Incumbents, 
and to Curates; to the elder and the 
younger Clergy of my dioceſe. What 
I have further to obſerve I recommend 
_ chiefly to the attention of my younger 
| Clergy, whether Prieſts or Deacons ; it 

regards their Studies, their Avocations, 
and their Dreſs.

To begin with the laſt. You are 
reminded at the very commencement of 
your profeſſion, that a peculiarity of dreſs 
is neceſlary to your order. However 
much the decent ſobriety of clerical dreſs 
be broken in upon by indecorous devia- 
tions from the profeſſional colour, there 
are certain inſurmountable diſtinctions 
which nothin g but an abjuration of your 
order can remove. This mixture of 
dreſs, half laical, half clerical, betrays an 
impatience of that decorum which your 
profeſſion requires of you ; a reluctant 
ſubmiſſion to the diſcipline it demands; 
a worldly-mindedneſs, which diſtracts 
you between incompatible purſuits : in 
| ſhort, any thing rather than attachment 
to that calling, to which, under the moſt 

| ſerious aſſurances, you were admitted. 
Be perſuaded there is ſomething in the 
frivolities of dreſs, and in other devia- 
tions from your profeſſional character, 
which conveys to the minds of the ſe- 
rious part of mankind at large, and of 
| | your 
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| your own people in particular, an im- 
preſſion, if not of abſolute turpitude, at 
leaſt of indifference to your profeſſion ; 
which is always injurious to your cha- 
racter, and very detrimental to the inte- 
"A refts of religion. 


Bur every inducement which can be 
ſuggeſted for profeſſional proprieties of 
dreſs, applies ſtill more ſtrongly to your 
avocations. Your inſtructions to your 
people become nugatory at leaſt, if not 
ſupported by the conſiſtency of your 
conduct. Very few are able, and ſtill 
fewer are willing, to diſtinguiſh between 
the doctrine and the teacher. If your 
conduct direct one way, and your doc- 
trine another, it will be at the expence 
li of your ſincerity, and the efficacy of your 
0 [ inſtructions. Your people naturally ex- 
l = _ - pet, and they have a right to expect, 
ll that your conduct and example ſhould 
dea comment on your doctrine. The 
quiet, decorum, and reſerve of the cleri- 
cal

cal character are incompatible with the 
boiſterous amuſements of the field, the 
turbulent ſenſualities of the table, and the 
frequent ne of fahienabie —_—_ 
tions, 9 


1 Aids ill habits are eſtabliſhed, it 
requires but little reſolution or ſelf- de- 
nial to reſiſt them. And I know not of 
any preventive or antidote to the impro- 
prieties before- mentioned, ſo eaſy, ſo 
uſeful, ſo honourable, as a cloſe applica- 
tion to your clerical ſtudies. The ſtudy 
of the ſcriptures is a part of every Chriſ- 
tian's duty; but with us it is peculiarly 
and profeſſionally ſo. With us too it is 
connected with a great variety of learn- 
ing; which, while it is neceſſary to eſti- 
mate the difficulties of ſcripture, what- 
ever they may be, whether they belong 
to the language or the ſubject, will, if 

vou judge for yourſelves, give employ- 
ment for all your claſſical knowledge, | 
_— powers, and philoſophical at-_ 
tainments. 
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tainments. And ſo far the purſuit of 


your ſtudies becomes a perpetual ſource 


of amuſement and advantage. But it has 


befides more moral good conſequences | 
than many of you are perhaps aware 
of. It is intimately connected with all 
the ſeveral branches of your duty. Ap- 


plication to your ſtudies implies a con- 


ſtant reſidence on your Cures ; it induces 


thoſe habits of temperance and retire- 


ment, ſo neceſſary, ſo ornamental to 


your ſituation; it detaches you from a 


variety of amuſements and expences, 


which, if they do not immediately in- 
volve you in diſtreſs, unfit you for the 
buſineſs of your profeſſion. | It contri- 


butes therefore moſt eſſentially to form 


that profeſſional character which gives 


life, and, if I may ſo expreſs myſelf, 
gives truth both to your public and pri- 
vate inſtructions; a character which will 


inſure to you the love and reſpect of 
your people; reflect credit on your or- 
der ; and, what is more valuable, will 


ſecure |

ſecure to you the approbation of your 
own mind, for the due diſcharge of thoſe 
_ ſolemn engagements, to the performance 
of which you * n at your 

N ordination.

TESTIMONIALS for Orders and Pre- 
ferment, 1 fear, for the credit of the 
Clergy, the honour of the Church of 
England, and the intereſts of religion, 
are too often conſidered in another view, 
and as reſting on other ground. We 
are here too apt to be miſled by the 
ſtrange prejudice of the times, that teſti- 
monials are matters of mere form ; and 
do be influenced by a good nature miſ- | 

taken and miſapplied. I confeſs myſelf 


at 
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at a loſs to conceive what may not be in- 
cluded under the term form, if the moſt 
ſolemn atteſtation, not only negative, 
but poſitive; not only from vague re- 
port, but from perſonal knowledge for 
the time certified, to a character recom- 
mended for the ſtricteſt purity of life, 
and ſoundneſs of doctrinè, as qualifies 
tions for becoming a, public teacher of 
the goſpel, and a public example of it's 
precepts, can be comprehended under 
that appellation. On the veracity of the 
ſubſcribers the Biſhop muſt rely in or- 
dination, inftitution, and licence. If 
he be deceived, I need not repreſent in 
how cruel a ſituation he is placed; fince 
the conſequences will be imputed by 
the world to his ſupineneſs and neg- 
let. But the conſequences will not 
be confined ſolely to him ; they will be 
extended to the moſt valuable intereſts 
of your order, of religion, and of man- 
kind. By the introduction of an unfit 
or diſreputable member, the firſt is diſ- 
ö honoured,

honoured, and the two laſt injured. He 


occupies a place in a ſociety, from which 
his education, habits of life, imperfec- 
tions, and perhaps even his vices, ſhould 
have excluded him; and he may even- 
tually, by the proſtitution of patronage, 
and betraying the truſt which it implies, 
obtain thoſe profeſſional emoluments 

vrhich ſhould neyer be the reward but of 

| talents, induſtry, and virtue. 


| Iam well aware e that you will not un- 
frequently be urged by the importunity 
of friends ; by an unwillingneſs to be 
thought auſtere; by the hope of future 
amendment; by commiſeration of diſ- 
treſs; and by the proſpect of the advan- 
tages which may accrue.

Your vigilance and concern in this 
reſpect I ſhall make it my buſineſs to 
| ſecond, by requiring adequate proofs of 
literary qualifications. Without enter- 

ing at large into their extent, I will juſt 
point out a very prevailing miſtake with 
0 regard to theſe qualifications for the firſt 
order; and, through you, addreſs my- 
ſelf to future Candidates for the mi- 
niſtry. The miſtake to which I allude 
is, that a ſlight proficiency in the Greek 
and Latin languages is a ſufficient pre- 
paration for Deacon's orders.

But 
though the truth of theſe Articles, and 


their conſiſtency with the Scriptures, 

have been acknowledged and proved by 
ſome of the moſt conſcientious, of the 
wiſeſt, and of the moſt learned writers 


of this country; can he conſcientiouſſy, 


on the mere authority of theſe writers, 
ſubſcribe to the Articles of the Church 
of England, without being acquainted 


with their grounds and reaſons? Can 


he know thoſe grounds and reaſons 
without a very diligent ſtudy, not only 


of the New Teſtament which contains 
them, but of ſuch books as have been
